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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applican states that the prior art of record, 
Segal, fails to disclose maintaining a set of criteria for determining when one of the communications may be scanned at a computer node 
connected to the firewall instead of at the firewall. Segal does disclose this claim limitation, because node B1 discloses that node 81 is a 
LAN at an accounting firm(see col. 2, lines 64-67). Segal also discloses that this firm may want to restrict the node from which it recieves 
or transmits E-mail or certain types of transmissions. Therefore, because Segal discloses restricting certain information to certain nodes, 
scanning is peformed(see col. 3, lines 1-4). In regards to claims 7-16, the Applicant states that Segal does not mention a virus scanner. 
The Examiner stated that a virus scanner is inherent in Segal, because Segal discloses a firewall, and discloses a firewall is a filtering 
device, that filters data coming into and out of network(see previous office action). The firewall restricts certain data going to specific 
nodes in Segal(see col. 3, lines 1-15). Thus, Segal does disclose a scanning/filtering that is done.
